One of the moet puzzling problems in the 

newspaperman's lifo is to "niii down" the 
smirce of "inforjimtimi," j>!irticularl> wluMi that 
infMi-iiiation is of such an exaggerated type as 
tlie t'oiTiii ling. 

But, assuming that Messrs. Still & Brown, 
Editors and Publishers of The Advance, are 
gentlemen who seek the e.xnct truth, and who 
would not knowingly injure their own papor 
by printing unrt'liti'ilo nt'ws. Tiik Lkixskk sjk'- 
cifically points out the misstatemeutsi iu the 
foregoing. 

There has been neither desire nor attempt on 
the part of anybody here to "cover up" or 
"withhold" anything concerning the smallpox; 
indeed, both daily newspapoi-s Iiavc puMished 
the names of those atllii-ted, witii thi'ir resit lonce. 

This being the oa>e. the "facts" have l)eeu 
"leaking out" almost daily. 

It is true that *'the disease is hers,*' and it 
has been, in a more or less aggravateil form, 
since October iMtth. I'loJ. From that date to 
the present hour there havo l>een exactly TJ.'* 
cases of all degrees, from luiid varioloid to the 
confluent type. 

Of these IS.') cases, exactly 24 have died; 
and of th» number h can 1»e attributed to other 
complications — 1 from chronie kidney trou- 
ble, 1 from general del»ility, 1 from heai-t fail- 
ure.

"few recover" and a majority die within forty- 
eight hours i Or for the assertion that there 
have been **more than sixty deethsf * 

Besides, the Health Officers of Fleming, 
Nicholas and Bracken counties have l»een here 
in person, impelled by the alarming reports 
that had reaelie'd them, and in each instance 
they went home and ])ublishe<.l in their county 
papers an official statement of the real condi* 
tion of afiEairs, doing the fullest justice to the 
physicians and people of Maysville, and thus 
honoinng themselves and their pn ifessioii. 

The Health Uiiicers of liobertsou county 



have likewise been invited to visit thie city and 

learn the truth. Surely they are not less just 
or generous than their co-lal>orer8 of Fleming, 
Nicholas and Bracken. TnK Lkixikh sincerely 
hopes they will come, and it assures them of 
the most oonrteous treatment and every oppor- 
tunity to arrive at the whole truth. 

If there be any who do not believe there is
